The School Law. 


The fallowing is the State law incor- 


porating the Board of Education and 
defining their authority: 


Tlie Board of Education at the close of each 


IWnsl year 
shall submit 
to the 
Common 


Council of said city a written statement 
of 


the amount 
of money on band for school 


purposes, 
and the amount that willprobably 


be required for Ihe maintenance 
of a public 


school 
lor a period of ten months, over and 


above tho amounts 
to be received 
from the 


Slate and county apportionments 
for the en- 


s'liiin tUcnl year; und said Common Council 
shall levy and collect a tax sufficient to raise 
s v b amount, In the same manner as other 
ci y taxes are collected, and shall cause the 
stoic to bo paid iuto 
the 
Common 
School 


Fund ofthe city. 


It has been the object 
of the Her- 


ald, in sneaking on this subject, not 
to object to the law, but to economise. 
The law is all right, and with a judi- 
cious and economical Board of Educa- 
tion the school tax can 
never 
be op- 


pressive 
upon 
the citizens 
of Los 


Auncles. 
It is 
true 
the 
aggregate 


amount of funds required 
for educa- 


tional 
purposes, 
such 
as 
building 


school 
houses, 
purchasing 
lots 
and 


paying salaries 
to teachers 
foots up a 


large sum, but the tax being 
distrib- 


uted among the entire population does 
not oppress 
any one, and the aggre- 


gate amount 
is not as 
great 
as it 


would be under the old system of pri- 
vate 
schools. 
But notwithstanding 


Ibis it is well for us to economise; 
and 


to do so the Board of Education 
must 


take 
time 
to 
inform 
themselves 


as 
to the 
amount 
tbat 
will 
be 


required 
to 
meet 
the 
wants 
of 


the schools 
during 
the 
year. 
These 


extra 
assessments 
aud 
collectious, 


harrass aud disturbs 
the community, 


and are very expensive. 
Men who ac- 


cept office of any kind should 
under- 


stand that any neglect 
of duty upon 


their part always results 
in expense 


to their constituents. 
It is 
true the 


School Directors are not paid for their 
services, only iv the gratitude 
of the 


people and the approbation 
of a good 


conscience. 
Yet the office is of as 


much importance to tho people asthat 
of a Legislator, and no man should ac- 
cept it with the impression that he can 
attend to itor let it alone nt pleasure. 
We do not make these remarks tocast 
any reflections upon the present board. 
They are all good citizens and we hope 
under their administration 
our educa- 


tional department 
will progress 
pleas- 


antly. 
It is very evident that all the 


difficulties in regard 
to school matters 


in this city, was caused by the neglect 
of duty upon the part of officials, eith- 
er in the Board of Directors or in the 
City Council. 
The disagreement 
be- 


tween the two boards 
was caused 
for 


the want of information, and the want 
of information was caused by neglect 
of duty to inform themselves.

for him, by which 


he would 
obtain 
practice 
in other 


quarters. 
From the article in the He- 


publican itappears it has brought him 


a large practice, so much that he has 
not time to attend to the duties of the 
hospital any longer at so small a sum. 
It strikes us that he is very ungrateful 
to an institution that has brought him 
to notice 
so quick and given him so 


much 
practice. 
He ought really 
to 


pay something to an advertising 
insti- 


tution like this. 
We have had enough 


of back pay and raising salaries in our 
country. 
We are willing to pay all 


our public servants

of Cicero 
to the 
Consulship. 


Plutarch 
says: 
"Yet for the sake of 


their country the patricians joined the 
plebeians 
in raising him to the Con- 


sulship." 
The occasion 
was this: The

which Sylla introduced 
into 


the constitution, 
at first 
seemed 
a 


harsh measure, 
but by time and 
cus- 


tom it became 
what many 
thought 


not a bad 
one. 
"At present," 
says 


Plutarch, "there were some who want- 
ed to bring in another change merely lo 
gratify their own avarice, and with- 
out the least view of the public good. 
They had 
a chief of bold 
and enter- 


prising spirit?Lucius Catiline. Again 
the 
biographer says: 
"The vast 
ine- 


quality of the citizens in point of prop- 
erty prepared 
Rome 
for a 
change. 


Men 
of nobility 
had 
impoverished 


themselves- 
by their great 
expenses, 


their entertainments, 
on bribing for 


offices and erecting magnificent build- 
ings, by which means 
the riches 
of 


the city had fallen into the 
hands of 


mean 
people. 
In this tottering state 


of the commonwealth 
there needed no 


great force lo oyerturn 
it, and was iv 


the power of any bold adventurer 
to 


accomplish its ruin."

and Colusa itself is live feet under.

$8,000. 


A concurrent resolution 
was 
intro- 
duced by Beaieli

improvement of Oakland harbor. 


A message 
was received 
from the 
Governor elating that he had approved 
the bill relative 
to the adoption 
of 
children, and the bill concerning fees 
In the State Land Office. 
Tlie special order w as then announc- 
ed and tbe Senate went into ihe dis- 
cussion 
of tho concurrent 
resolution 
of Mr. Lindsey, relative to 
the 
with- 
drawal of certain grants 
of land from 
the Southern Pacilic Railroad. 
After 
a prolonged debate in which Senators 
Edgerton, Farley, Haymond, 
McGar- 
vey and Lewis took mrt on behalf of 
the Railroad ComparTy, 
and Senators 
Tultle, O'Conner and Hilborn advoca- 
ting the anti-railroad doctrines, a sub- 
stitute prepared by Pierson 
which, in 
effect, amounted to a repudiation 
of 


the whole matter. 
Tho tally showed 


20 ayes to 18 noes. 
The substitute was 
declared adopted. 
At this point 
sev- 
eral Senators of the most Radical wing 
of the Republicans 
joined with the 
anti-monopoly 
Democrats, 
in a 
mo- 
tion 
to 
indefinitely 
postpone 
the 
whole matter, carried by a vote of 21 
ayes to 17 
noes. 
On 
ballot 
on 
the 
adoption ot the substitute, Bush voted 
with the 
anti-railroad 
wing against 
the substitute, 
and 
on 
the balloting 
for the indefinite postponement 
of the 
whole matter, 
he 
voted aye. 
Graves 
and Satterwhite in botli instances 
vo- 
ted aye. 
The discussion 
took a very 
wide varying and included a canvass- 
ing of the political 
platforms 
of all 
the parties in the State. 
Many Sena- 
tors 
struggled 
to place 
themselves 
righton the record. 
Atone 
stage 
of 
the debate, 
tho character 
of United 
States Seuator 
Sargent 
was attacked 
in such a maimer as to evoke a warm 
rejoinder from O'Conner, of the Dem- 
ocratic side. 
He stated 
iv substance 
that he 
had known 
Senator 
Sargent 
for many years, and had never known 
him to be guilty 
of any 
of the 
acts 
charged, 
nor of any action 
unbecom- 
ing a man of bis high standing. 
His 
integrity was beyond question. 


There are 
fifty-eight bills on the
